ing it to be a plam Journal , not 
unpleafant , and much of the fame 
kind, writ bya Seaman, though not 
learned and accurate inhis flile; yet 
one that certainly was very skilful and 
induftrious in the Art. of Sailing , who 
feems to have given a true and juft 
Relation. of what: befel- them in that 
Expedition : .moft of which I have 
heard ‘confirmed by others, who were 
aétually prefent in all thofe Adven- 
tures : For that reafon I thought 
it might not be. unacceptable to the 
world. ‘To which I have only this to 
add, ‘That this Emperor of Darien 
had been formerly. furprized by the 
Spaniards, and by them- carried to 
‘Panama , where he learnt indiffe- 
yently the Spanifh Language, and 
was called by themSennordon An-

 dteas: But he, after bis efcape ; 


for their kind treatment of him, bas 
never ceafed making: War upon them , 
always fallng ‘on whereever he: fees 


any good’ opportunity ; and when like 


to be overpowered, he retreats among/t 
bis Fills, Woods and Rivers with which 


laft bis Countrey is very well ftored, and 


fo baffles the induftrious revenge of his 
Enemies. ‘Ihe exatt limits of that 
Which is properly called the Province 
or Diftriét of Darien ( which our 
Author has omitted to give us) are 


thus def cribed. 


It is bounded on the South by the 
Kingdom of New Granada ; by the 
Gulf of Uraba or Darien on the 
Eajft ; by the South Sea on the Weft ; 
and on the North by the Province 
of Panama; to which Government 
this is now annexed, I mean , fo 
much as thé Spaniards have -of it.

It took its name from the River fo 
called, running into the South Sea, and 

has a fmall Town, though once a great 

City, called Santa Maria del Da- 

rien , but more commonly , Santa 

Maria only , and fometimes la An- 

tigua , fignifying the Ancient C12 

ty.

' Though the Undertaking feemed ve- 


ry imprudent, we having no ihipping.

of our own there, arid there being no- 
other. way home for-us;(as we then had 
ever heard of ) but round about through 
the Strerghts of Magedan,; or Le Maire, 
when we fhould have made our felves 
Matters of fome of their Veflels, yet 
the incouragement we had, in the ex- 


pectation of fraighting home our Cof- 


fers with Spanith Gold, and Pieces of

fully accepted, and marchiog an hour 
longer we came to the King’s Pallace, 
where he with his Nobility and Men of 
the beft Quality gave us a kind Recep- 
tion and Entertainment. Thefe Inhabi- 
tants are very handfome people though 
‘Tawny, but clean limbed and well fea- 
tured,and are very obliging and affable,as 
thofe of our Men who afterwards marcht 
back again, over Land, experienced.

Pilgrimage, prefenting them to the af- 
forefaid Images, Saints and Patrons, 


After this I marched with my Army 
about a League from Panama having with 


me three Field pieces covered with lea- 


ther and charged. ' And from that place 
I’ ordered another Party with two: o-. 
ther Guns, of the Men which came from 
the River, being above three hundred, 


- to advance towards the Enemy, which 


neither did any good. 


This Body'of Men which I had thus 


brought with me, was compounded of 
two forts, Valiant Military Men, and 


faint hearted Cowards,many of them ha- 
ving all their Eftates,or pay due to them, - 


left in the Caftle of Chagre, and Puerto 
Velc, and a great part of my Men were 
Negroes, Nulattos and Indians, to the 
number of about twelve hundred, be- 
fides two hundred Negroes more belong- 
ing tothe Affiento.

Now having formed the Army, into 
two double Squadrons, and the Caval- 
ty which were two hundred, mounted 
on the fame tired Horfes which had 
brought them thither, and with two 
ereat Herds of Oxen and Bulls, drove 
thither by fifty Cow-keepers on purpofe 
to diforder the Enemy. The Army all 
appeared brisk and courageous, defire- 
ing nothing more than to engage; nor 
wanted there any thing of Xega/o to 
infufe Spirit into them. So that it 
feemed to me, by what Ifaw, and what 
they told me, that they would be able 
to charge the Enemy like Lightning. 


On Wednefday morning; the Enemy 


appeared, feeming to direct their march 


towards our Rear in three Squadrons, 
wherein they had two thoufand three 
hundred Men, ast underflood for certain 
afterwards,but by and by they taking a 
compafs, advanced to the Front of our 

Army. 
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Army. I had put for Leader of our left 
Wing Don Alonfo Alcaudere,and forLeader 
of the right Wing the Governour of Be- 
ragues,Don Fuan Portando Bargueno,and in 
the Centre the Serjeant Major; To thefe I 
gave ftrict Cotnmand that none fhould 
move without my order, and that com- 
ing within fhot, the three firft. Ranks 
fhould. Fire on their Knees, and after 
this charge, they fhould give, place to 
the Rear to come up and Fire, and that 
although they fhould chance to fee any 
fall Dead, or Wounded, they+hould not 
quit their ftations, but to the laft ex- 
tremity obferve thefe their Orders. 


{ was at this time inthe right Wing 
of the Vanguard, watching the Enemies 
motion, which was hafty, by the Foot
